HAIHAR GREENWOOD'S STATEMENT 



Makes the Mattor Clear. — Pays Tri- 
bute to Premier McBride. — Hera- 
On Holiday. 



Httmar Greenwood, M. P. for York, 
and parliamentary secretary to Win- 
ston Churchill, under secretary of the 
colonial oltice, arrived in the city last 
evening. Uo Will remain here a week 
or ten days. Mr. Greenwood was born 
at Whitby, Ont., and was educated, at 
Toronto university. lie only migrat- 
ed to England in 1895 but he today 
ranks third politically in one of the 
most Important uepurunonio u£ tiitj 
imperial government, 

Ono doesn't wonder that he has ob- 
tained such Instant success after 
meeting' him, for he looks the typical 
Canadian— tall, broad shouldered, 
with a good square jaw. Ho is the 
first colonial to hold such rank at the 
colonial olllce, however, and ihoro arc 
those among: his friends, and indeed 
his political opponents, who prophesy 
that It won't be Ions before ho at- 
tains a more exalted position in the 
same department. 

"Just a pleasure trip," remarked 
Mr. Greenwood in answer to a query 
as to the purpose of his visit. "i 
arrived in Canada on Auk. 17 and of 
course anyone visiting- Canada dare 
not overlook British Columbia. 

"With the western terminals of 
three great transcontinental railways, 
situated or about to be situated upon 
your seaboard', British Columbia is oc- 
cupying a large share of the atten- 
tion of Britishers. 

"The question of Oriental immigra- 
tion," Mr. Greenwood continued, 
"brings British Columbia to tho front 
in tho councils of tho empire. That 
question Is rapidly coming to an issue 
and must be settled. In my opinion, 
it can only bo. settled according to the 
desires of the Canadian people when 
those desires aro expressed." 

Tho fact that tho British. Columbia 
seaboar<5 Is the only frontier of tho 
empire lying upon the Pacific ocean 
and Its importance as a strategic point 
had not been overlooked by Mr. Green- 
wood either, and assisted In Inspiring 
the conviction of the growing impor- 
tance of the last Great West. 

"Final and Unalterable" 

In answer to your question as to 
tho "llnal .and unalterable" phrase in 
the British North America Act, 1907, 
1 may say that these Words were not 
included in tho act. When the bill 
was in the House of Lords there was 
added a schedule, the resolution with 
regard to subsidies passed by the pro- 
vincial prime ministers at the council 
at Ottawa In 190G. This schedulo is 
not a portion of the act. 

"There is nothing In tho act to pre- 
vent British Columbia or any other 
province from getting better terms 
than those now enjoyed. 

"When Hon. Mr. McBride, your 
prime minister, came to the colonial 
ollice in connection with this ques- 
tion, ho was naturally received by tho 
prime minister and the .government 
with even - courtesy. He made a dis- 
tinct impression upon tho public men 
of all parties and in his public utter- 
ances and consultations with the Im- 
perial government he was certainly 
worthy of the great province he has 
the honor to represent." 

Distinct Step 

Continuing Mr. Greenwood stated 
that lie considered the recent Im- 
perial conference a distinct step In 
advance in the cause of - imperial 
unity. 

"It was the first conference," he said, 
"that really entered Into tho life of the 
British people and the formation of a 
distinct secretariat for this and suc- 
ceeding conferences was endorsed by 
the three kingdoms. 

"Sir Wilfrid Laurler's "All Red 
Route" scheme is now engaging the 
earnest consideration of the home gov- 
ernment'. Personally I believe the 
scheme in some substantial form or 
other will go ■ through, to tho great 
advantage of tho different parts of the 
empire affected." 

Colonics and tho Empire. 

Mr. Greenwood was emphatic with 
regard to tho growing importance of 
Canada and the self-governing; colon- 
ies In Imperial councils. 

"AVhen 1 first went to England in 
IS!)f>," said he, "Interest in the outer 
empire was casual and of a patronising 
nature. Then, a country like Portugal 
or Sweden occupied more space in 
newspapers and more of tho attention 
of public men than any of the great 
self-governing colonies. 

"Now, the British mind is rapidly 
focussing on the outer empire. In 
other words tire centre of interest and 
I may add of British interest, is 
shitting from Europe to the outer parts 
of this great and growing empire. 
Interest in British Columbia. 

"Tho Dominion unquestionably looms 
largest In the public eye at homo and 
the Pacific province, owing to Its tra- 
dltlonal connection with the people of 
the old country and because of Its en- 
ormous possibilities, is engaging more 
and more the attention of thoughtful 
men In public and financial life. 

"The growing interest in Canada and 
In British Columbia is shown by the 
fact that an ever Increasing number of 
British people find thoir way to tho 
Pacific coast. For instanco this year 
Lord Loroburn, the lord chancellor of 
England, and tho Right Hon. Mr. Lyt- 
telton, ex-secretary of state for the 
colonies, nro visiting the Dominion. 
Winston Churchill, the day before I 
left, told me he regretted that colonial 
office business demanded his presenco 
in British Bast Africa, but that ho look- 
ed forward with tho greatest pleasure 



to a trip through the Dominion lioxt 
year." 

Eulogises Mr, Turner. 

The number for York eulogized the 
work of tho representative of British 
Columbia in Bondon. 

"The senior and one of tho most re- 
pected agents general of tho empire 
In Bondon," said ho, "is your Hon. J. 
H. Turner, whose name ranks high 
amongst the pioneers of tho Dominion. 
Mr. Turner ought" to arrive in Vic- 
toria today or tomorrow. Wo travel- 
ed across the Atlantic together on tho 
Empress of Britain and he was na- 
turally looking- forward with great 
pleasure to a visit to the province in 
the -web of whose history his name 13 
so honorably woven." 

Mr. Greenwood is a barrister and 
represented the province with Sir Rob- 
ert Plndlay in tho Settlers' Rights ap- 
peal before tho privy council which 
was won by British Columbia.

BRITISH P.1J1EIT 
PROROGUED YESTERDAY 



Ministers Plan an Extensive 
Programme for Next 
Session 



London, Aug. "8. — With picturesque 
old-time ceremonial, tho British par- 
liament was prorogued today, thus end- 
ing one of the longest and most ardu- 
ous sessions, during which the royal 
assent was given to over .sixty bills, 
which the two houses passed. 

The members of tho House of Com- 
mons assembled at noon and shortly 
after they were summoned to tho 
liouso of Lords, whore the King's 
speech was read. The statements were 
of tho usual character, referring to the 
recent royal visits and the friendly re- 
lations existing between Great Britain 
and tho other powers, the conclusion 
of tho agreement u f\ Spain and the 
conference at Tho Hague, concluding 
With a review of tho most important 
bills passed during the session. 

While tho prorogation enables prl- 

ate members of parliament to proceed 
to tint enjoyment of the holidays, tho 
ministers have prepared a long pro- 
gramme for themselves. The president 

f the board of trade, Mr. Lloyd- 
George, and the president of the local 
government board, Mr. Burns, are go- 
ing to Germany, whore they will study 
trade development and social reforms 
with a View the introduction into 
Great Britain of some of the German 
methods. Tha under secretary of the 
colonies, Winston Spencer Churchill, Is 
starting for Uganda, returning by the 
Nile, for the campaign for the reform 
of tho House of Lords, and all of them 
will reassemble in London during the 
month of November to plan tho work 
of next session, which, if tho promises 
aro enrried out, will be busier than the 
ono just closed and bring nearer to a 
climax the conflict between the House 

f Common's and the House of Lords. 
Sweeping reforms will bo introduced, 

hiof of which will bo the licensing 
and education bills, the proposed 
House of Lords reform and regener- 
ation of the port of London. Theso 
measures are ready to bo Introduced 
Into parliament when it reassembles 
early next year. As soon as one is 
passed another will bo presented, thus 
avoiding the criticisms levelled at tho 
chief measures of the past session, 
that the legislation was hastily prepar- 
ed and that the Lords wore not given 
time to fuUy consider the bills brought 
before the upper House.

— J. H. Turner, 
agent-general for British Columbia In 
London, arrived tonight and loft for 
Victoria. In an Interview he stated 
that British Columbia was attracting 
more attention in England today than 
any other province in Canada in pro- 
portion to its population and ago. Tho 
provincial fruit exhibit was the best 
advertisement the province had ever 

bp*] I-frt arinlfa i-intto frt i |v nf hmntirra.- 
tion, saying that General Booth had 
told him before leaving that the Sal- 
vation Army expected to. send fifteen 
hundred, mostly agricultural laborers 
and domestic servants. A number of 
Brlitsh army officers In India about to 
retire with pensions had also express- 
ed a wish to look Into the feasibility of 
forming a settlement somewhere in 
British Columbia. 

The Fraser river sawmills, just be- 
low Now Westminster, have been 
bought for about $500,000 by a com- 
pany In which A. D. Macrae, of Win- 
nipeg, and Peter Janson, of Nebraska, 
have a controlling interest. Tho new 
company, will increase the capacity 
of tho undertaking to two millions, and 
will build new wharves arid put a 
thousand men on the payroll. 

On Friday tho first gang of men, 
sixty in all, will leave hero to start 
clearing for tho new Albernl road. 
They will erect camps at Nanoose, ten 
miles from Wellington, and gangs will 
work both ways. 

It is stated that the G. T. P. Is en- 
deavoring to secure tho water front 
held by tho V. W. & Y. In his city. Tho 
latter company has several hundred 
feet on Burrard Inlet, which is a very 
valuable property. 

Reports from Alert Bay, at the north- 
ern end of Vancouver Island, tell of 
another Instance of the. selling of tho 
Indian girls into slavery to tho high- 
est bidder.. Both the girls were about 
fourteen years of age. 

A. E. Stevens, chief despatcher at 
Vancouver for the C. P. R., who lias 
lived at tho coast twenty years, has 
left for Winnipeg, where he will be 
superintendent.

Ottawa, Aug. 28. — Tho settlement of 
tho question as to who is to succeed 
Mr. flyman in the Ontario cabinet va- 
cancy is evidently causing the premier 
some difficulty.

and refineries in said counties, tha 
company shall pay as a penalty thet 
sum of two dollars per ton in respect 
of the shortage. The lack of coko fop 
tho Trail and Boundary smelters is suf-v 
ficient ground for tho enforcement ofi 
the terms of tho charter. Notwith- 
standing some of the reports which aro-- 
being circulated to the effect that no 
coko is being exported, tho records o& 
tho customs department show that) 
(luring tho current year, up to August 
IS, there has been shipped to United; 
States smelters by tho Crow's NesH 
Coal Company 27,594 tons of coke. 

None of this coko was for re-importf 
Into Canada, but was used on tho othen 
side of the line. In January last there; 
wore sent away 5,413 tons; February, 
-',892; March, 5,352; April, 2,756; May, 
1,853; June, G,C7fi; July, 1,672; August! 
up to 15, 15,850 tons. Enforcement of! 
tho penalty will quickly lnduco tho coal 
company to remedy tho shortage, to) 
whatever, cause it may be attributed. 

Had theso 27,594 tons of coko beert 
sent to the home smelters Instead off 
to foreign smeltors, It would havo enw 
"•bled the Trail and Boundary smeN 
ters to havo reduced over a quarton 
of a million tons of oro moro tharu 
they did, and doubtless they would 
havo been run to the full capacity; 
during tho entire year. Somo of tho 
plants receive coke from Alberta coko 
ovens, while the Granby smelter at 
Grand Forks and tho Consolidated at 
Trail, the two largest smelting plants 
In Canada, receive thoir coke fromi 
the Crow's Nest Pass Coal Company,' 
By reason of tho diversion of tha 
large tonnage of coke to plants In tha 
United States a condition of affairs! 
that is deplorable has been brought 
about in tho mining and smelting iiw. 
dustries of southern British Columbia, 
and thoir well-being Is seriously, 
threatened. Mines aro either shut 
down or are shipping Insignificant 
quantities of ore. Should the present] 
condition of affairs continue and larga 
quantities of coko bo sent to ,tho Unlt-> 
od States, It will be but a question of!

pbrtant industries in the province will 
bo paralyzed. Investment in mines 
and reduction plants that represent!

who aro working In the mines nnd 
smelters, and in other capacities. Bo-< 
sides losing work, tho valuo to their! 
homos would suffer. 

The situation is one that calls for 
immediate relief, and that relief cam 
bo promptly afforded If tho provincial 
government enforces tho penalty, 
clause in tho Crow's Nest charter.

pany the penalties contained In Its 
charter for its failure to provide suf- 
ficient coko for tho operation of tho 
smelters and mines in the districts of 
Yalo and Kootonay."

The sub-committee recently appoint- 
ed by the Biological Board of Canada 
met on Tuesday afternoon last to de- 
cide, details with regard to tho new 
biological and fisheries station to be 
Instituted on Vancouver island. 

It was decided to erect a two story 
building with large' laboratories fitted 
with the property' instruments for 
scientiiic research. A properly equip- 
ped chemical laboratory will he at- 
tached to the main building for the 
purpose of testing sea water with a 
view to oyster and lobster culture. 

The station will he under the direc- 
tion of the Biological Board of Can- 
ada.. Representatives of the various 
universities of Canada and various 
learned societies are members of this 
board of which the Dominion commis- 
sioner of fisheries Is chairman. 

Premier McBride and the provincial 
ministers have evinced considerable 
Interest In the project, and it is hoped 
that it will prove of material benefit 
to the island. 

In addition to tho tract of land re- 
cently purchased at Departure hay, 
near Nanalmo, Mrs, Dunshiulr has, 
through the Lieut. -Governor, granted a 
further tract of land to facilitate the 
work of the station.

PERCHEROW SOCIETY- 



Deputy Minister Anderson 
Informed of Step Taken 
at Regina 



A Canadian Percheron society was 
recently formed at a meeting of horse 
breeders and others interested in Per- 
cheron horses held in Ilcgina, the first 
of the present month. The following 
letter announcing tho fact was received 
by J. R. Anderson, deputy minister of 
agriculture for British Columbia. 
Sir — I beg to inform you that 
at a meeting of breeders and 
others interested in Percheron horses, 
held in Regina on August 1st., in the 
offices of tlie Saskatchewan depart- 
ment of agriculture, for the purpose 
of discussing the advlslbllity of or- 
ganizing a Canadian Percheron Record 
Association- under the National Live 
Stock Record System, it was agreed 
to establish a Canadian stud book of 
Percheron horses. 

A constitution was adopted provid- 
ing for the record of all Percheron 
horses registered in the Percheron 
stud book. 

Some of those present reported own- 
ing from 20 to 100 pure bred horses, 
and as it appeared dial by far the 
larger number of breeders are located 
in Alberta, Calgary was decided on as 
the most suitable place for the head 
office. 

An application for incorporation un- 
der the Dominion Art respecting Live 
Stock Record Associations as signed, 
and forwarded to the Hon. Sidney 
Fisher,' minister of agriculture, and it 
is proposed to act in conjunction with, 
the National Record System, so that all 
correspondence to the registrations of 
Percherons should be addressed tho ac- 
countant, National Record Oliice, Ot- 
tawa. 

Toe iite membership fee was placed 
at $20. and the annual fee for those 
not becoming life members at $2, so 
that it is expected a strong associa- 
tion will be formed. 

There are over 175 owners of Per- 
cheron horses on the lists of tho secre- 
tary, and most of these are resident 
In Alberta, Saskatchewan, and .Mani- 
toba. 

The following provisional oflieers 
were elected: President, W. B. Thbrne, 
High River, Alta.; 2 President, R. I'. 
Stanley, Mossomin, Sask. Directors : 
Geo. Lane, Alta.; C. Watson, Pros-

I LETTERS TO THE EDITOR j 



Church History. 
Sir. — With the summary of English 
church history, in which Bishop Per- 
riri replied to my letter in yesterday's 
Colonist, I have little fault to find'. The 
point at Issue between us Is his claim 
that the Presbyterian church separ- 
ated from the Church of England. IBs 
letter hardly touches that point, ex- 
cept to repeat the claim without sub- 
stantiating proof. His concise sketch 
of English history Is Interesting. But 
England is not Britain, much leys Is It 
Europe, and the Church of England 
has not bounded the Christianity of 
Britain, either before or since' she 
threw orf the "Intolerable yoke of the 
papacy." 

The Presbyterian Church of Scotland 
claims descent from the church found- 
ed by those early missionaries of the 
Cross, who, according to Tertullian, In- 
troduced the gospel Into North Britain 
in the second century. The lire they 
kindled, though often dimmed through- 
out the dark ages, was never totally 
extinguished; anil when in the six- 
teenth century the spirit of God fan- 
ned the embers into the dross-consum- 
ing flame of the Reformation, a suf- 
ficient number of the clergy were af- 
fected by it to continue in the reformed 
church an unbroken line of ordained 
ministers down to t lie present day. Wo 
have, then, in the ministry of tho 
Presbyterian church of Scotland nnd 
her daughter churches, an apostolic; 
succession which we appraise at its 
true value. 

Moreover, if the "lawful possession or 
the cathedrals, the parish churches, 
and the endowments" is cited ,'is an 
evidence of the unbroken succession of 
the Church of England, will not a 
similar possession of the cathedrals 
.iiul parish churches of Scotland bo 
accepted as evidence of the status of 
the Presbyterian church as another of 
tlie "representatives of historic Chris- 
tianity'.'" 

The bishop renews tin.' claim of the 
Church of England tn be the true 
mother of the Presbyterian "body," 
(Bis logic will not permit him to cull 
us a church). Perhaps the stability, 
beauty, grace, strength, wisdom and 
general usefulness which Inspire her 
children with devotion anil pride have 
not escaped the eyes of tho bishop, 
and .have given new force to Ills com- 
mendable desire to enhance tlie glory 
of the church be so worthily serves, by 
reasserting Anglican matornlty for the 
Presbyterian church. Hut ' historic 
lads will not yield to mere repetition 
of baseless claims. Independent from 
the beginning we have been; and, if 
the bishop's address manifests the un- 
changing mind of the Anglican church, 
independent wo are likely to remain. 
Referring to my letter tho bishoo 
states: "That body (the Presbyterian 
church), as Mr. Clay says, was formed 
on the continent of Europe, and, as i 
said in my address to the synod, not 
Introduced into England until the year 
1572." Bis lordship lias misunder- 
stood wdiat I said, and evidently for- 
gotten what he himself said in his 
address. My statement was tn the 
effect that tho modern revival of the 
Presbyterian form of government dates 
from the Council of Zairieli (1623), 
when that form was adopted as tho 
distinctive principle of the reformed 
churches, that is eleven years prior to 
the passage of the act of supremacy 
which made the Church of England 
"independent of the papal see." 

What the bshop did say to the 
synod, or at least what ho Is twice. In 
one Issue of your paper reported to 
have said, Is not that Presbyterlanism 
was Introduced Into England In 1572, 1 
but, "We cannot too often press nhc 
fact that they (Presbyterians and oth- 
ers) separated from the Mother 
Church of England." If the statement 
of the bishop's letter had been the 
statement of his address I should not 
have felt called to enter upon this 
correspondence. The letter states a 
fact. Presbyterlanism, in organized 
form, was Introduced Into England In 



1572. But If "introduced" Trom abroad 
how could it, -bo the offspring of the 
Church of England? The statement 
that the Presbyterian Church separ- 
ated from the Church of England his- 
tory flatly contradicts; and that con- 
tradict Inn even the bishop supports 
against ills own claim by his admis- 
sion of its being "introduced" from 
abroad. 

I am not quite sure that I grasp the 
meaning of the last paragraph of tho 
bishop's letter. Assuredly Presbyter- 
ians allow the importance of secular 
laws, of documents and deeds legally 
drawn. Wo positively teach respect 
for such; and cannot confess to any 
slowness in demanding their protec- 
tion when the rights of property are 
assailed. I imagine that Anglicans 
are not less respectful towards secular 
laws nor less insistent upon secular 
rights. That all church laws arc 
eternal and unalterable I cannot ad- 
mit. "Tlie purest churches under 
heaven are subject both to mixture 
and error," and their legislation can 
be neither eternal nor unalterable. 
Laws which God has expressly laid 
down for the guidance of his people 
and tho government of His church, e. 
g. "Thou Shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself," stand, of course, in a dlf- 
erent class. 

But 1 have written far more 
than 1 intended. I close with 
sincerest regard for our sister Church 
of England, profound respect the wor- 
thy Bishop of Columbia, and gratitude 
to you for the courtesy of opening 
your columns to my letters.

Taking into account these pros 
and eons it appears to me that we 
should at once give our notice to the 
company and should offer It a bonus 
of say. $10,000 per mouth, for any pos- 
sible diminution In Iho nt.ijtutorv limit 
of lime.

The passenger business 
on the E. N. railway is growing with 
such rapidity that we venture to pre- 
dict that within eighteen months there 
will have to be two daily passenger 
trains between this city and Nanaimo, 
and that as soon as the railway Is ex- 
tended to Alberni there will be two 
daily through passenger trains and a 
local train in t lie summer season. Yes- 
terday the train consisted of a mail 
and express ear, a smoking car, an ob- 
servation ear, a first class passenger 
coach and a pullman. Every passen- 
ger car was well tilled, both on the 
outward morning trip and the inward 
evening trip, A few years ago a train 
of two cars once a day could easily 
take care of all the business. The 
expansion has only fairly begun. The 
country is being cleared up; saw mills 
are being erected; summer resorts are 
growing more numerous and much 
better patronized, and mining is in- 
creasing in Importance. Duncans is 
becoming a considerable town, (",ie- 
ihainu's Is an important centre of popu- 
lation. Ladysmith boasts a popula- 
tion of several thousands. Nanaimo is 
growing rapidly. 

There is a good basis for this pros- 
perity, and happily there is abundant 
foundation for a great deal more of it. 
Those persons whose ideas of the agri- 
cultural capabilities of the part of the 
Island, through Which the railway runs, 
are formed from observations through 
the car windows, can have no idea of 
the extent of fertile land that can be 
converted into profitable faiyns, nor of 
the number of people, who can lind 
homes within a few miles of the rail- 
way track. The more one learns of this 
part of the island the more encouraged 
He will feel as to its future. And be- 
yond the region which the railway ser- 
ves there are other areas equally as 
good. The Colonist is no novice in 
the work of setting forth the advan- 
tages and resources of Vancouver is- 
land, but It is free to confess that the 
wider its opportunities of observation 
become, the more enthusiastic it grows 
as to the future. 

THE GLOBE'S VIEWS. 



There Is inspiration for the young 
Canadian, If he be of the right quality, 
In contemplation of the great develop- 
ments in which he may share, and 
which mean so much for humanity.

AVe In the east have 
not, perhaps, fully realized the march 
of events and Its significance to the 
Pacific seaboard of Canada. 

Then It quotes the greater part of 
Mr. J. Arthur Sandbrook's contribu- 
tion, published on Page •! of the Colon- 
ist of August Sth, in which ho speaks 
of the magnificent position of the coast 
cities of British Columbia as* they 
front the- ocean with a rich country be- 
hind them, The Times adds the fol- 
lowing eloquent and admirable com- 
ment: 

Surely such a prospect must be full 
of inspiration for the people of the 
Paeitlc province, although it brings 
with it a keen sense of grave respon- 
sibility. For already they are facing the 
peril involved in the growing Influx of 
brown men and yellow men, who, as 
one writer phrased it, can "underllve 
I and undersell the whites," and who if 
they were admitted in sufficiently large 
I numbers would lower the standard of 
living and make a formidable struggle 
I for supremacy. Of course this must 
not happen. Canada must be a strong 
| competitor for the commerce of the 
Pacific, and must at the same time 
maintain her high standard of moral- 
ity, and protect British Columbia from 
the Asiatic peril. 

To return to our question: Is there 
any danger of talking or thinking too 
I much about the greatness of Canada, 
] Its varied problems, its opportunities, 
I and, despite the dangers, the splendid 
promise of Its future? Surely not. For 
with knowledge must come the sense 
of high privilege and deep responsibil- 
ity, and a more serious mental attitude 
in relation to all questions of national 
concern. We In the east will not be so 
absorbed In our own affairs but that 
we shall watch with ever-growing in- 
terest the great* and fascinating yet 
peaceful struggle at the gateway of 
the Pacific. 

It is one of the high privileges of 
newspaper work to be able sometimes 
to take a line of action which strikes, 
a sympathetic chord In the minds of 
the people of one's country.

Latest cal le dispatches, telling of the 
unrest in . ertaln sections of Ireland 
are of the most disquieting, almost 
alarming character.

JAPANESE BEER. 

Tho Flood of It That Is Pouring Over 
All Asia. 

How will' the people of tho Far East 
be affected by the millions of gallons of 
beer they are drinking every year, and 
the still greater number of gallons they 
will soon absorb? Tho facts at liand 
furnish a. grave problem for ethnolo- 
gists, and a report made by Henry B. 
Miller, United States consul-general 
for Japan, contains figures showing tho 
growth of the beer-drlnklng habit in 
that empire which will startle prohi- 
bitionists. Incidentally, Mr. Miller's 
report disposes of the twaddlo of tho 
complacent .globe-trotters who say 
that the Japanese are the most temper- 
ate people in the world. They are all 
very fond of their "blru." The con- 
sul-general traces the growth of tho 
beer production in Japan from a mero 
trickle in 1885 to a river of one mil- 
lion gallons in 100-1, and to a foaming 
torrent of six million gallons in 1000, 
Which now bids fair to swell, burst all 
bounds and Irrigate Korea and China, 
especially in Manchuria. 

Although the first Japanese brewery 
was established by foreigners In Yoko- 
hama, in 1SS5, and thc master brew- 
ers in this one and its later rivals have 
always been Germans, tho prospect is 
that hereafter ihe entire management 
will be iu tho hands of the Japanese. 
In this as In all other businesses, 
trades, manufactures and the learned 
professions, the Japanese arc eagerly 
ridding themselves of foreign guidance, 
in the belief that they know all that Is 
necessary to be known about every- 
thing. 

The oldest brewery, Mr. Miller 
writes, lias now been sold by its for- 
eign proprietors to a Japanese com- 
pany lor $1,OUO,UOO. This is not sur- 
prising when one learns that the latest 
dividend was at the rate of twelitypcr 
per annum. 

consul-general's figures show 
not only how rapidly tho consumption 
of beer has increased In Japan, but how 
swiftly the flood has gushed out am- 
ong neighboring thirsty lands. 

"In 1906," he writes, "beer was ex- 
ported to the value of $(!SS,724, while 
In 1906 22.9SS dozen pint bottles, with 
a value of $15,707, 655, 22 1 quart bot- 
tles, worth $739,325, and 84,938 casks, 
worth $26,690, making a total of $7S1,- 
82S, were exported. China has always 
taken the bulk of tho exports, although 
Korea has been consuming an increas- 
ing quantity year by year, In 1905 tak- 
ing a value of $199,585, as against $15,- 
■163 in 1S90. 

"The greater part of thc export to 
China goes to Manchuria, compara- 
tively little entering northern and cen- 
tral China. The establishing of foreign 
breweries at Shanghai and In northern 
China, such as the- brewing company 
at Kaio-Chow, has interfered and will 
continue to interfere somewhat with 
the Kale of Japanese beers In then- 
local districts, but in Korea and Man- 
churia there Is an opportunity which 
the Japanese are not slow to grasp. 
The relatively low price of the. bever- 
age, the nearness of the market, and 
cheap transportation, and the fact 
that the Japanese already In those dis- 
tricts will use and introduce among- the 
native element a demand for the com- 
modity, give Japan . every advantage 
over foreign competition. Further, 
there is In contemplation the estab- 
lishing of a branch, brewery in Man- 
churia. Branch breweries for Tairen 
(Dalny) and Korea are also content 
plated, to be started -'in 1907. 

"Tlie value of advertising is well 
understood, few native, products hav- 
ing been better brought to the notice 
of the public than these. There are 
few places in Japan where' beer cannot 
he had, for while it will never entirely 
supplant, tiie national beverage — sake 
—It is winning a very Important posi- 
tion. Tlie bottled boer is sold at retail 
at sixty cents per dozen for the pints 
and $1.15 for the quarts, but is seldom 
retailed from tlie cask." 

"Ship me somewhere east of the 
Suez" will ha, j to be rewritten, for it 
is not the white man In the East who 
will raise a thirst, but the eager and 
capacious son of the soli.

Address Missionary Society 

At the residence of Rev. Dr. Camp- 
bell yesterday afternoon the Rev. and 
.Mrs. Cavalier, addressed the monthly 
meeting of the Women's Missionary 
society of the First Presbyterian 
church, on mission work among the 
women of India.

There has not been much change In 
pressure conditions during the past week 
the pressure for the most part remain- 
ing high on the American coast and 
causing fair weather over the southern 
part of the province: on the evening, 
however, of the 24th n disturbance sud- 
denly appeared otT Vancouver island 
and rapidly developed, causing a moder- 
ate gale on the outside waters and wel- 

come rain throughout British Columbia; f these 
the Tall however was light, the heaviest 
•amount being at Barkerville. 

The general tendency of pressure dis- 
tributions has been for low areas from 
the ocean to pass inland through the 
upper part of the province and cross 
the Rockies into the eastern provinces 
where at times they have shown much 
energy and caused heavy rainfall. 

A few thunderstorms have occurred 
both in the pacific states and the prairie 
provinces and teniperntures have been 
only moderately high on the coast 
though inland between the ranges they 
have been muchhigher. Fast of the 
Rockies it has been cooler during the 
week and in some instances light frosts 
have/occurr.ed though no serious damage 
has been reported; In these provinces 
the . rainfall has been in excess of the 
average. 

At Victoria tllb highest temperature 
was 75.1 on the 23rd and tine lowest 17 
on the 27th: rainfall 0.12 inch: bright 
sunshine 51 hours and six minutes.

Photographs of the carvings upon 
the granite cliffs surrounding Sproat 
lake have been received by E. 
O. S. Hcholelield, provincial librarian, 
through the courtesy of F. ii. Shep- 
herd, engineer In charge of the Cana- 
dian Pacific surveys at Alberni. 

Tho photographs were obtained by 
outlining the imprints in tho rock with 
chalk and then photographing. They 
represent rude carvings of whales, 
birds and various animals. 

Mr. Scholellekl. points out that in the 
volume "Scenes and Studies of Savage 
Life," written by Gilbert Malcolm 
Sproat, of'this city, and published in 
London in 1SGS, reference was made to 
those. 

, After stating that no glyphlcsj traces 
or marks of a past people have been 
discovered on this coast and that the 
historical value of native tradition dis- 
appears after two generations under a 
load of grotesque Imaginings, the au- 
thor goes 011 to say: 

"The only rock carving I have over 
seen on tho coast is on a high rock on 
the shore of Sproat lake behind Al- 
berni. It is rudely done and apparent- 
ly not of an old date There are half 
a dozen figures intended to represent 
fishes or birds, — lio one can say which. 
The natives aftlrm that Quawliaht 
made them, in their general character 
these figures correspond to the rude 
paintings seen on wooden boards 
.among the Ahts, or on the sealskin 
buoys that are attached to tile whalo 
and halibut harpoons and lances. The 
meaning of these figures is not under- 
stood by the people; and 1 dare say, if 
the truth were known, they are nothing 
but feeble attempts 011 the part of in- 
dividual artists, to imitate same vis- 
ible objects which arc strongly in their 
minds." 

Mr. Scholefteld pointed out that since 
the appearance of Mr. Sprout's valu- 
able work, some other engravings have 
been discovered. Some of these are 
situated upon the east coast of the is- 
land in the neighborhood of Comox, 
and it is likely tiiat as the country be- 
comes better known that yet other 
carvings will he found. Dr. Dorsey 
and other writers on the ethnology of 
the coast have noticed them. 

J. W. Lalng, in bis Vancouver Island 
explorations, found similar carvings at 
Great Central lake. 

In the letter which accompanies the 
photographs Mr. Shepherd states that 
there are other carvings about 500 
feet from these which lie has photo- 
graphed. Me expects to take pictures 
ulso.

Samuel Baxter, provincial govern- 
ment inspector of boilers and machin- 
ery, has returned from Atlin and nor- 
thern points. He found that consider- 
able gold had been secured by the 
North Columbia Gold Mining com- 
pany and the Atlin Consolidated Min- 
ing company. The town Itself was ra- 
ther quiet but some stir was recently 
occasioned by several miners bring- 
ing In good reports of Wilson creek. 

The Atlin Consolidated company had 
a large stcani-. shovel j In operation 
which was handling an I immense 
amount of gravel. Three trams which 
were operated by electricity were 
kept busy night and clay. 

The North Columbia Mining com- 
pany have the hydraulic system of re- 
moving the gravel and extracting the 
gold. To enlarge and develope those 
operations a largo steam dredge was 
at work to widen anil di-enen the can- 
al supplying water to the nozzles. In 
this way It Is expected that the re- 
turns will be greatly Increased. 

While Mr. Baxter was in the camp 
it was reported that over $2S,000 was 
taken out in three weeks. Owing to 
the larger companies obtaining con- 
trol of the placer mines, many of tint 
individual mine owners were talking 
of moving out of Atlin during tho ap- 
proaching winter.

SEVENTY DOLLARS OR 
THREE MONTHS IN JAIL 



That is Punishment Meted Out 
to Sailor Who Beats Up 
Sheppard 



James Daly, tho sailor who was ac- 
cused of assaulting Edward Sheppard 
after a dispute in the Belmont saloon 
was sentenced to pay a. line of $70 yes- 
terday and In default to servo three 
months in prison at hard labor. The 
only fresh evidence ta.ken was that of 
Dr, Hermann Robertson, who -examined 
Shbnpard's injuries after the scrap. 
The medical man testified that Shep- 
pard's face was bloody, his nose was 
broken, both eyes swollen one. of them 
being nearly closed, that he had a cut 
under the chin besides minor contu- 
sions. 

Daly, who had pleaded guilty the day 
before, had nothing to say in his own 
defence save to maintain that the light 
hod been provoked by Sheppard's steal- 
ing his beer. The magistrate did not 
think that there was any evidence of 
any provocation whatsoever and, gave 
the punishment named. Daly said he 
thought he could pay the line as he 
had a month's wages coming from the 
ship and could raise the rest.

Victoria's future was the theme of 
an interesting informal discussion that 
was broached at the Tourist associa- 
tion rooms yesterday afternoon. The 
point at issue was Whether it was, In 
the best sense, better to live in a 
prosperous city in which life could be 
enjoyed in all its phases or to have a 
larger industrial city with the attend- 
ant drawbacks, and thus whether it is 
worth while to spend time and money 
trying togeMarge industries to locate 

which might be more profitably spent 
In developing the community along 
the existing lines which arc, rapidly 
making Victoria not only a tourist and 
residential resort, but also a center of 
art, culture and wealth. This latter 
is the view held by Herbert Cuthbert, 
secretary of the association. He said: 

'■Seattle, with all her industries and 
rapid increase in population can only 
show real estate values which are 20 
per cent, below those of Los An 
geles, which is purely a tourist and 
residential city. And 1 think Victori 
ana should consider whether it is best 
to work along the lines of least re- 
sistance or encounter the dtllicultie. 
which may attend an attempt to make 
Victoria a manufacturing and indus- 
trial center, a thing we have tried but 
have never yet been able to do, nor 
huvo 1 ever met anyone who could tell 
us how lo do it. one of these diffi- 
culties is the chief desideratum of a 
modern industrial city, namely, cheap 
power, cheap, power is just as es- 
sential as good water, and plenty of it, 
but this has seemed to have been left 
out of consideration here. It is im- 
possible to found an Industrial city 
nowadays without, cheap power and 
plenty of il. 

"But along the/llhes which wc have 
followed the past four or five years 
there are no ditlieulties whatever in 
tho way except' those which will dis- 
appear with the increased development 
and prosperity of the city. An in- 
stance of tills is the lack of transpor- 
tation with Pugct sound from which 
we suffered at one time. This has 
completely disappeared now, and there 
are two much better boats on the 
run. Our hotel accommodation Is be- 
ing increased umi, like that of Los 
Angeles, will have, to be increased 
from year to year, but tills, of course, 
will not be done until outsiders re- 
alize more fully the harvest being 
reaped by those now in the business 
and the opportunity now open. The 
same applies to apartment houses. 
Wo certainly need one or two good 
ones, but my own view is that these 
will only achieve the best results 
when run by the man who has his 
own money Invested in them, and he 
must have had prior and successful 
experience in other cities. An ex- 
ample along this line is a new private 
hotel that has recently been opened. 
It affords excellent accommodation 
and Is meeting with great success, 
and when better known rooms will al- 
most be unobtainable there. The 
tourist travel here Is not cheap, the 
bulk of the demand is for accommoda- 
tions' ranging from ?1! to $5 per day, 
with the majority inclining to the lat- 
ter figure. As the city develops, this 
class of accommodation will be in- 
creasingly in demand, especially In 
1 909, when Victoria will have a float- 
ing population equal to at least, one- 
half of her present permanent one. 

"This development will have been 
due largely to the action of corpora- 
tions, especially tho C. P. R, The 
growth of Los Angeles has not been 
due to its attractiveness; but to the 
fact that it has been made the center 
of a month's stay In California, the 
time being lilled In In other places. 
When the C. P. R. puts on an observa- 
tion car leaving here In the morning 
and reaching Albernl at "> In the af- 
ternoon, not only will Victoria and 
Alberni develop, lint half a dozen re- 
sorts will sinlng up along the route. 
The Empress hotel will not be hall' 
largo enough and before 1D09 I expect 
to see every suitable location for ho- 
tels or apartment houses utilised. 

"The summer business will lie suf- 
ficiently profitable, but our winter 
business will also be a pretty big 
factor In our prosperity, though 7 out 
of 10 places In California find I bat a 
good summer business makes winter 
business unnecessary. In winter here 
ordinary business is much better than 
in summer. The retail trade from 
September to December Is more val- 
uable than In any other period of the 
year; while the spring business is al- 
so large, due chiefly to the amount of 
outfitting and preparing for various 
operations and expeditions for the 
north and the interior. 

"Combining continued co-operation 
of work and advertising, us at present 
carried out, with a progressive policy 
on the part of tho Parks board will 
continue to bring good' times to Vic- 
toria even without tin abnormal 
growth, and I question whether the 
Inhabitants and property owners will 
not lind such a. condition preferable to 
a large industrial city, even If anybody 
can tell us how to get one. 

"All statistics show that Victoria is 
today the most prosperous city on the 
Pacific coast. Per capita there is 
more money in the banks and sav- 
ings banks than elsewhere, there are 
fewer unemployed, the schools and 
teachers nro unequalled In the pro- 
vince, our high school ranks lirst in 
British Columbia, there Is less crime 
and drunkenness and more out of door 
sports and amusements for young 
people than anywhere else. Instead 
of looking longingly at other people's 
advantages let us be satisfied with nnd 
develop the unequalled advantages 
that we already possess." 



GOT MONEY DNDER 

FALSE PRETENCES 



John Parr as Result Was Given 
Three Months in 
Jail 



John Parr was sentenced to three 
months hard labor yesterday morning 
by Magistrate Hall for obtaining 
money under false pretences from 
Lorno S. Bell, whom he had induced to 
endorse a draft for him by means of 
false representations. It transpired 
that the defendant had met Mr. Bell 
casually at Port BSsington and. on 
meeting him in Victoria had renewed 
the acquaintance. He represented to his 
new found friend that be was working 
for a Mr. Klrby, of Port Kssington, 
from whom ho had some money com- 
ing which he needed badly, but that he 
was unable to get a draft cashed as. he 
was unknown at tho banks. On this 
showing Mr. Bell took him to the local 
branch of the Merchants Bank of Can- 
ada endorsed his draft of Mr. Klrby, 
and so obtained for him $50. In duo 
course the draft came back dishonored, 
accompanied by the Information that 
not only was Parr not in Mr, Kirby's 
employ, but that ho had been discharg- 
ed for dishonesty and that there was 
no money owing to him. Bell, of course, 
had to take up the draft. 

"When these facts were presented to 
the court, Parr, who had elected a 
speedy trial before the magistrate, 
pleaded guilty. J. S. Yates, for tho 
prosecution, said that there were no 
vindictive feelings in the matter, and 
asked his worship to show leniency on 
account of tho youth of the accused, 
Parr, though ho looks at least twenty- 
one, said he was only seventeen, but 
declined to make any other statement. 
The magistrate read the prisoner a 
lecture, telling him that unless he took 
this lesson to heart his life would be 
wrecked and ho would probably spend 
most of his existence behind the bars.

SENTENCED FOR BEATING 
HIS 10THERI-LAW 



Samuel Jackson Was Yesterday 
Found Guilty of Common 
Assault 



Samuel Jackson, charged with in 
flicting grievous bodily harm on his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Jemima Hunt, 
was convicted of common assault by 
County Court Judge Lumpmun yester- 
day morning and sentenced to three 
months' imprisonment. As Jackson 
has already been In confinement since 
July the sentence was tantamount 
to a five months' sentence. His plea 
of provocation was ignored by Ills 
honor in the summing up, who accept- 
ed the mother-in-law's story, saying 
that Mrs. Jackson's evidence was evi- 
dently colored by a desire to help her 
husband. 

Mrs. Hunt was the first witness 
called, and she told the story of the 
trouble. The shirt waist torn by the 
defendant In Ills effort lo put his 
mother-in-law out of the house was 
put in evidence, as was the meat saw 
Willi Which he was said to have 
threatened her and a handful of hair- 
pins. These latter were bent almost 
mathematically at right angles, os- 
tensibly from the force witli which the 
woman's head was bumped against the 
wall, but she swore that they were In 
exactly the same condition as when 
siie took them out of her hair the 
morning after the fracas 

Dr. tJelmcken, who attended Mrs. 
Hunt a couple of days after the en- 
counter, testified that there was a 
bruise on the left breast and shoulder 
which were evidently the result of 
blows, that the elbows were abraded 
and thai there was a good deal of 
muscular soreness. He said that the 
injuries were 110 doubt painful, but 
that notwithstanding her advanced 
age (Mrs. Hunt said she was nearly 
sixty-six) ho did not think they were 
likely to have serious results owing to 
her remarkable physique. He did not 
prescribe or call again. 

On cross examination by George Jay 
for the defense, Mrs. Hunt refused to 
admit that she had been on bad terms 
with her son-in-law, and said she did 
not know he had hard feelings to- 
wards her. She said she had not prom- 
ised to get revenge on him on account 
of trouble he had had in business 
matters with her son some two or 
three years ago, and denied she had 
ever Interfered in the Jacksons' do 
mestlc matters or had advised her 
daughter to leave her husband. 

Adam Hunt, the father-in-law, was 
next called, but, as lie was not pr 
sent at the time of the row ho could 
give no evidence that was material, 
though he used the opportunity to 
show his Intense feeling against the 
son-in-law. 

10. J. Haughton, from whose house 
the telephone was used to summon 
the police, was also called. 

Samuel Jackson testified on his own 
behalf, and was the only witness 
called by the defense. Mrs. Jackson 
wits called by the prosecution, though 
her testimony largely corroborated 
her husbtlnd's, Owing to a lack of 
frankness with regard to matters that 
were clearly proven Jackson did not 
create as good an impression as at the 
former hearings. His testimony in 
effect was that the mother-in-law was 
constantly interfering between him- 
self and hfs wife and also in the care 
of the children, witli the result that 
there was bad feeling between them. 
On the evening in question, his moth- 
er-in-law refused to go home when 
told to .according to his story, and up- 
on that ho attempted to put her out. 
He said there was a scuffle. In tho 
course of which, under cross-examln- 
atlos, he admitted her head might 
have bumped against tho wall. He 
said he was hit and scratched In the 
fray during which Mrs. Hunt slipped 
to the ground. He stated thai ho help- 
ed her to her feet and that she event- 
ually went out without further vio- 
lence from him, (hough she slipped on 
going down the steps. He admitted 
that ho had several drlsks but said 
he was not drunk, though both the 
women described him as being the 
worse for liquor at the time. He de- 
nied that he ever intended to strike 
Ills mother-in-law with the meat saw, 
which • he was accused of having 
threatened to do, 

In opening for (lie prosecution H. 
Dallas Helniekon. K, C„ referred to 
the fact Hint Information had first 
been laid against the defendant 
charging him with assault with in- 
tent to commit murder, but that the

The ratepayers of the municipality 
of Oak Bay at a public meeting held 
last . evening in the Foul Bay school- 
house endorsed the proposed bylaws 
for the purchase of lands on the wa- 
terfront for park purposes, the pur- 
chase of land for tho extension of 
Junction road, now Hampshire road, 
to Cranmorc road, and the procuring 
of a site for municipal ^tables, a pound 
and other like purposes. 

The meeting was largely attended. 
All the members of council were pre- 
sent, Including Reeve Oliver, who has 
returned from Ills trip abroad. Amongst 
tlie fliers in attendance were C. R. 
Stewart, J. Herrlck McGregor, A. Hay- 
nes, C. Dubois Mason, H. E. Mason, S. 
Phlpps, S. Gunter, H. Crane, H. P. 
Johnson, H. G. Mason, A. Arnold, A. 
H. Blakemore and A. Arnold. 

Councillor Henderson,- who has been 
acting reeve in the absence of Mr. 
Oliver, was voted to the ehuir on mo- 
tion. of the- latter and in a few words 
explained the object of the meeting. 
It was called by the council for tho 
purpose of securing an opinion from 
the ratepayers as to the wisdom of the 
council in passing bylaws for the pur- 
chase of lauds on the waterfront, tho 
extension of Junction road to Cran- 
more road and the purchase of 'and 
sufficient for municipal purposes such 
as the erection of stables, the locating 
of a pound, and other like objects. 

Reeve Oliver explained that tho 
$6,000 to be raised for park purposes 
1 1 was to purchase blocks A, 11, C, D, 
and E, section 23, on Oak Bay, from 
F. B. Pemberton, who agreed to turn 
I the land In question, which comprises 
the two points of land near the Oak 
Hay hotel, over to the council provld- 
1 1 Ing certain land fronting on Shoal bay 
belonging to Mr. Oliver and Council- 
lor Rattenbury, was donated to the 
municipality. Mr. Oliver stated that 
he and Air. Rattenbury were quite 
willing to donate their land providing 
the ratepayers saw fit to purchase the 
frontage from Mr. Pembertun. 

Supports the Purchase. 
Councillor Rattenbury was emphati- 
cally of the opinion that the land in 
question should be purchased. While 
the municipality had access to the 
beach it had no land continguous to the 
water and just owned tho beach; Con- 
sequently there was no place where a 
public boathouse could be placed or 
wharves built and nobody but private 
owners of properly would be in a posi- 
tion to enjoy the advantages of the 
waterfront. If the bylaw was not 
sanctioned by the ratepayers, the muni 
-ality would be in the peculiar posi- 
tion of having lots, of waterfront but 
owning none. The original price ask- 
ed by Mr. Pemberton for his property 
was $10,000, but in consideration of 
the fact that the Shoal bay frontage 
wotdd be donated, Unit gentleman had 
agreed to sell at this figure, The pur- 
chase of the land would give the muni- 
cipality a water frontage of approxi- 
mately one and a third miles with a 
littlo over live acres of land. Hft 
thought the price was ridiculously 
small. 

At this juncture the chairman inter- 
jected the remark that if the bylaw 
was defeated the propositions from 
Councillor Rattenbury and Reeve 
Oliver would fall to the ground, as 
their offers were conditional on the 
passing of the bylaw. 

Councillor Fernie strongly advised 
the ratepayers to vote for the bylaw. 
He was aware that if the project was 
turned down at this stage, the munici- 
pality would never get another chance 
to secure tho water frontage, as there 
had been a number of parties after 
the property. 

Endorses Council's Action. 

J. H. McGregor moved that the 
meeting unanimously endorse the ac- 
tion of tho council in submitting the 
bylaw. 

In speaking to the motion Mr. Mc- 
Gregor said there was no question' at 
all as to the price being very reason- 
able. In fact lie thought that very 
shortly after the municipality acquir- 
ed the property it might put in im- 
provements, such as making it avail- 
able for picnic parties, yachting an- 
chorage, etc., that would make the pro- 
perty pay for Itself in rentals. 

In tills connection Councillor Ratten- 
bury admitted that he had already re- 
ceived an Inquiry as to whether the 
municipality would consider an offer 
for the lease of some of the property 
for use as a public boathouse. 

Councillor Sutherland saw no objec- 
I tion to the bylaw in the fact that v 
money was tight and It might be hard 
to raise the necessary currency, but 
| Councillor Newton disposed of tb.is 
: objection by stating that Mr. Pember- 
ton had offered to take up the bonds 
himself. 

The motion was put to the meeting 
at this stage and carried. 

Other Proposed Purchases. 

Tin' other bylaw to raise $G,000 for 
the extension of Junction road, now ' 
known as Hampshire road, to Cran- 
more road, and the purchase 'of lands! 
for municipal purposes, was thoiil 
brought up, tiie extension of Junction! 
road being considered first. | 

Councillor Noble detailed certain 
negotiations which had been carried on 
with A. II. Blakemore, the owner of 
the land required for the road, tending 
to Its purchase by the municipality. A 
strip of land 50 feet wide and 700 feet 
long was required and a. committee 
appointed by council, consisting of 
Messds. Noble, Fertile and Henderson, 
had made an offer of $1,500 for the land 
after Mr. lllakcmore had asked what 
the council considered an exorbitant 
figure. This bad been accepted by 
Mr. Blakemore, and $200 of this amount 
had been raised by a subscription. The 
extension was necessary to provide a 
through road from Oak Bay avenue to 
Ca'dboro Bay road. At present there 
is only one road connecting these two 
thoroughfares, Foul Bay road, though 
there is a possibility of another con- 
necting ruad on the beach being made 
by the proposed extension of Mount 
Baker avenue, now known as Ocean 
drive, and Councillor Noble deemed l! 
absolutely essential that there should 
be a through road between these. 

Mr. McGregor' asked whether Mr. 
Blakemore would pay for the grading 
of the road and this precipitated a 
lengthy discussion on the point. It 
developed that the entire frontage on 
one side of the proposed road was own- 
ed by Mr. Sprague. of Winnipeg, and 
his views as to paying for the grading 
of tho road had not been learned. 

Councillor Fernie believed the pro- 
posed road would be a great benefit to 
tho w.hole of the municipality, as It 
was the only crossroad which there 
was a. chance ot, being opened in the 
near future between Foul Bay road 
and the beach. It scorned to him to 
bo ridiculous to have such a long 



stretch of land without a cross-road. 
In tins connection ho mentioned that 
Mr. Pemberton had donated the right of 
way through his property and had 
subscribed $50 towards tlie cost of the 
road. 

Councillor Noble admitted that this 
$50 was part of the $200 collected to 
help pay for the road. The other do- 
nors were Councillors Fernie and Hen- 
derson and Mr. MacKay, who each 
gave $50. 

Not Desirous of Selling 

Mr. Blakemore, who was present, 
stated that he was not particularly 
desirous of selling his property. He 
had first asked $2250, which was less 
than what was asked for any adjoin- 
ing land, but ho was agreeable to tak- 
ing the $1500 offered, as ho figured 
that tho road would benefit him if ills 
land was cut into lids, though he ad- 
mitted that he preferred to retain the 
retired character of his home. 

Mr, McGregor suggested that If Mr. 
Blakemore was going to givo up tho 
idea of retirement, he should treat the 
matter as a real estate proposition. 
The road would benefit him and lie 
should pay his share of the grading. 

H. P. Johnson moved that consider- 
ation of tlie connection of Cranmora 
road to Oak Bay avenue by Junction 
road be deferred until something defi- 
nite was known as to the continuation 
of Mount Baker avenue to Cadhoro 
Bay road. Ho believed that tlie latter 
through road was more urgently re- 
quired than Junction road. The mo- 
tion was seconded by' Air. McGregor. 

Councillor Sutherland thought it 
was time to take up the Junction 
road extension when it had been .-pe- 
titioned for, and to date nobody had 
asked for it. 

A'. Arnold expressed the belief that 
the terms were reasonable, .especially 
as the road was needed so badly, lie 
was of the opinion that if the council 
were not prepared to run the road 
through for tho benefit of the people 
they bod better resign and let some- 
body else do it. If they saw that it 
was for the benefit of the municipality 
they were in duty bound to put the 
road through. 

Mr. Johnson wanted it known thai 
ho was not In opposition to the pro- 
posed road, but he felt that the Mount 
Baker avenue extension was the more 
urgently needed. 

Favored Two Roads 

Reeve Oliver was in favor of both 
roads. They were not merely local 
Improvements, but public benefits, and 
therefor it was no departure from the 
principle laid down by the council to 



but he was finally prevailed upon to 
put a resolution thanking tlie provin- 
cial government for their offer of a 
road along tlie beach in continuation 
of the present Beach drive and im- 
pressing upon them the necessity of 
proceeding with the construction of 
tho road jit once. The motion car- 
ried and ""the meeting adjourned. 

PRAISE FOR°THE KAISER. 

Andrew Carnegie Has Very High Esti- 
mate of His Character. 

Berlin, Aug. 28. — Andrew Carnegie's 
estimate of Emperor William; probably 
derived from his personal interviews 
with ills majesty at Kiel in June last, 
will appear in a periodical, The Mor- 
gen, tomorrow under the title of "Em- 
peror William's Economic Mission." 

Mr. Carnegie recalls the remark 
Cardinal Richelieu made to King Louis 
XIII. one day, "A great man .has arisen 
in England, your majesty; his name is 
Cromwell." Continuing, Mr. Carnegie 
says: "I may say that a great man 
has arisen in Germany, the emperor. 
It is Impossible to follow his deeds 
without feeling that here is a person- 
ality; here fs n power which is able to 
do good or evil in the world. Hither- 
to lie has given Germany a stimulus 
to industrial activity. German ships 
are the fastest on the ocean, and Ger- 
many's waterways are being duplicat- 
ed: according to bin plan. The em- 
peror's head and band assisted In mak- 
ing Germany the second largest steel 
producer in the world. He is at once 
tlie emperor and tlie vital energy of 
the empire." 

Mr. Carnegie then refers to the ex- 
cellence of tho German constitution 
and expresses wonder at the fact that 
tho emperor Is not willing to develop it 
further, as under (his constitution the 
Germans have attained such a powerful 
position economically and politically. 

Mr. Carnegie advocates a union of 
European slates for tin.' maintenance 
for peace and says: "Such an amal- 
gamation of peoples, once merely the 
dreaih of poets, is bound to come some 
time as the race progresses." He adds 
"As the emperor of Russia took the 
initiative towards ensuring the general 
peace of the world by calling The 
Hague conference, so that other mighty 
emperor, Inspired by the thought that 
he owes It to himself and Germany to 
play a leading roll oh Die great Europ- 
ean stage, may some day appear as tho 
liberator of file continent, from the 
prospect that bears upon It and free it 
from the pale, paralyzing fear of war 
and annihilation troubling tlie mem- 
bers of I lie same body.

It the roads were for the 
public benefit then the public should 
stand the expense. In connection 
With the proposed extension of Mouilt 
Baker avenue he detailed certain ne- 
gotiations which he had had with tlie 
provincial government. There had 
been some uncertainty as to which 
road should be extended, Prospect 
road or Mount Baker avenue, and the 
government had asked the municipal- 
ity to select the load.

The city solicitors are now working 
on the consolidation of tho Fire Pre- 
vention and Explosives' bylaws. These 
two' measures in several particulars 
overlap. Tlie two codes recently pre- 
sented by the lire underwriters to tho 
council for approval, tho one concern- 
ing buildings and the other dealirg 
with the regulation of electric wiring 
will also be discussed. It is said that 
the building bylaw will probably jo 
amended along the lines of tho" cole 
respecting buildings. The latter is <n 
tlie form of a bylaw and embodies ail 
tlie latest Ideas in regard to tlie on- 
s! ruction of buildings and the proper 
safeguarding thereof.

T. P. Wliitelaw Gets Contract for 
Righting the Pacific Mail Stenmer 

T. P. Whitelaw, the wrecker has been 
given the contract today for raising 
the vessel and put five divers to work 
at the bottom of the bay, planning to 
attach lines for righting the steamer. 
In the opinion of those engaged In 
raising the Acapulco it will be ten or 
eleven days before I he craft is lifted 
off the mud. 

Capt. Whitelaw is well known here, 
having brought his old wrecking 
steamer T. P. AVhitelaw. burned at 
Skagway many years ago, to this 
port to wreck the steam collier San 
Pedro, which was for so long on 
Protehle ledge. Ho also engaged in 
other work in this vicinity, and be- 
fore leaving recovered a number of 
anchors and chains off the Island const. 
Among his finds was the cathead of 
the ship Orpheus which was wrecked 
In Harkloy Sound after colliding with 
and sinking tbo stenmer Puclflc with 
such heavy loss of life.

R.M.S. Aorangi is duo from Austra- 
lia, via Suva, Panning island and 
Honolulu, tomorrow, and following her 
coming, quite a iloet of steamers from 
the Orient is expected to reach port 
during the coming week. The first 
Is the Japanese mail liner Tosa Maru, 
Capt. Kato, which sailed from Yoko- 
hama on August 2lj with another com- 
plement of ^10 Japanese, just half the 
yearly allowance under the scale stal- 
ed in a recent interview to be the 
yearly allowance permitted to come to 
Canada. There arc also 3G Chinese 
to be landed at this port, for whose 
safe-keeping the steamship company 
must give bonds lo the customs au- 
thorities of S1S.00O. The Tosa Maru 
has 14S tons measurement of general, 
Japanese, and Chlneho merchandise, to 
be landed here. The Tosa is due 
here on Tuesday. On the same day 
the steamer Kaga Maru, now loading, 
a full cargo of machinery, Hour, cotton' 
and general cargo at Seattle, is ex- 
pected in port to embark her local 
freight, pasengers and mails for the 
far east. The steamer Teucer, of the 
Blue Funnel line, which left the same 
day as the Tosa Maru, is also expected 
to roach port on Tuesday, on her way 
from Liverpool via the Orient. The 
Teucer is bringing 1,000 tons of gen- 
eral cargo, mostly from the United 
Kingdom, for this port, and has about 
150 Japanese to be landed here. The 
steamer Monteagle, which is on the 
way and duo hero next Friday from 
Hongkong and the usual ports of call, 
left Yokohama on August 24. She 
also Is bringing a'complement of Jap- 
anese steerage passengers, as also i:i 
the steamer Shawmut, due hero Sep- 
tember 10, from Manila and the ports 
of China and Japan. Thus mere than 
the allowance of ISO Japanese!, which 
the Japanese government says is all 
that is allowed to leave that country 
each year for Canada are now on their 
way here, to say nothing of thousands 
who have already landed. The absurd- 
ity of the statement made by Hon. 
Mr. Xosse, Japanese consul at Mon- 
treal, and others that an agreement; 
by which only -ISO Japanese yearly are 
allowed to come from Japan to Can- 
ada, is being lived up to is evidenced 
by these arrivals. Ten limes that 
number that is given as the maximum 
have arrived since the beginning of 
the present year, if not more. Japan 
is evidently Inking the allowance of 
future years every month. For in- 
stance, in April, 241 Japanese, came 
direct from Japan, in May 51.7 Arrived, 
In Juno 805 came, in July 05.°,, and Cully 
as many in August to date, these totals 
being exclusive of the throng brought 
from Honolulu. 



THE OLD COLORADO. 

Some Witticisms of Itinerant Painters 
On the Wreck. 

The old bnrgs Colorado, which was 
one of the Durismulr fleet of barges, 
whose bones are now bleaching- at the 
northern end of Wrangoll Narrows, Is 
the one witty wreck in the annals of 
marine history. The Colorado went 
ashore in lOOl!, bound north with coal 
in tow of the tug Pilot. Her hulk has 
long been a landmark in the channel; 
and its prominence caught the eye of 
the itinerant commercial advertising 
artist. 

One day mariners passing the bulk 
were startled lo see It bearing the. 
legend "Drink 's Rye and Yellow- 
stone Whisky." About the time they 
had become used to this glaring poster 
they were treated to another surprise. 
A man employed by the United States 
government to paint the numberless 
buoys and daymarks which lino the 
narrows stopped .alongside the old hulk 
and added the following postcript: "I 
did, and I'm a wreck."

One of the greatest ocean races In 
the history of Atlantic travel will be 
commenced a week from Saturday, 
when the Cunard liners Lucanla and 
Lusitania, the latter the largest of all 
steamers afloat, will leave Liverpool to 
race to New York. The Lucanla now 
holds the record of 5 clays 8 hours from 
Queenstown to Sandy Hook, and the 
Cunard company expects to lower this 
mark by at least twenty hours. The 
race is likely to prove the. most excit- 
ing ocean content for many years. The 
German shipowners are not looking 
upon this race with equanimity, and 
have build the Kron Princessin Ceclle 
to rival the new Cunarder. The Kron 
Princessin Cecilc has completed one 
trip from Cherbourg and 11 is intended 
to speed her across the Atlantic, fol- 
lowing the run made by the Lultanla 
In an effort to win the blue ribbon of 
the western ocean. The fastest of the 
German steamers at present is the 
Kaiser Wllhelm II. 

T he Lusitania, it is expected by those 
interested in her, will have no difficult 
tv in setting a ne.w mark for the run 
across the Atlantic. The turbine liner 
is considered to bo a 26 -knot vessel, 
while the Lucanla develops but 22 
knots, and the big German steamer 
Kron Princessin Cecilie, which the 
North German Lloyd built in antici- 
pation of the construction of the Lusi- 
tania, has a speed of 23>,i knots. The 
Germans contend that the turbines are 
not proving such a success tis was 
originally claimed and the Kron Prin- 
cessin Cecilie has accordingly been 
fitted with reciprocating engines. 

The same view of the turbine engine 
Is not bold by experts on the Pacific, 
The Lusitania on her trial run of 1,200 
miles made an average of 25% knots, 
and speaking of her performance J. A. 
McGregor, of the. Union Iron "Works, 
at San Francisco, made the following 
statement covering the effect of the 
Lusitania's test on the future of mar- 
ine vessels: "We have watched the 
development of the turbines with great 
interest, and believe that If the new 
Cunard liner Lusitania proves as sat- 
isfactory in her fuel economy as in 
tbo speed shown in her run just com- 
pleted, the cxporiment will have great 
'fnfluenco with owners and builders to- 
ward adopting the steam turbine in 
vessels of the larger dimensions. We 
are also of the opinion that great 
credit is duo the Cunard people for 
their courage in undertaking what 
could at its best be termed an experi- 
ment, notwithstanding they employed 
the best technical talent obtainable to 
Investigate thoroughly the matter be- 
fore taking the step. If they regain 
first place among the Atlantic liners 
they will certainly be entitled to it. 

"Smaller turbines have proved very 
successful and economical at high 
speeds, but with turbines of larger dia- 
meters and running at comparatively 
low speeds entirely diflerent problems 
are presented, on .account of variation 
due to expansion of material and 
changes in clearances. No saving In 
weight has yet been claimed for large 
turbines over reciprocating engines, 
nor has there been any reduction In 
auxiliaries, and il Is worthy of note 
that auxiliaries arc usually run with 
reciprocating engines, even when tur- 
bines are used for propulsion." 

The Union Iron Works people, also 
declare that the turbine, will, if suc- 
cessful, supplant the reciprocating en- 
gines on battleships and all war ves- 
sels, owing "lo the fact that they lake 
less room above the danger line and 
do away with any danger to the en- 
gine from the shots of (lie enemy. 

KIDNAPPED LABORERS 

The rival railways in Alaska are 
still warring and the last episode .in 
the campaign of the rival roads is a 
kidnapping trip by the steamer Jcanlc. 
The Seattle Post-In telllgehcor says: 
If. P. Reynolds, trustee for the Alaska 
Home railway, of Valdez, slated that 
the steamship Jennie secured for his 
road three hundred men from the Gug- 
genheim railway camp at Cntalla. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Reynolds' story, I he 
Jeanie turned pirato ship for the tlmo 
being and reduced the ranks of the 
Copper River & Northwestern laborers. 

To accomplish the raid, Mr. Rey- 
nolds states, the Jeanie was diverted 
160 miles from her regular course. 
The shin sails for the Alaska-Rey- 
nolds Development company, arid or- 
dinarily does not call at Catalla at 
all. 

Mr. Reynolds said: "The Jeanio loft 
Valdez to steal 300 men from the 
camp at Catalla. The Guggenheim 
people heard of the project and they 
telephoned to Valdez to send a. doc- 
tor lo quarantine Catalla so that we 
could not get tho men. Dr. PIzant was 
sent from Valdez and took passage on 
tho Jeanie. Wo had heard of the plan 
and were prepared for the emergency. 

"When the Jeanie arrived at Catalla 
by divers means wo were nblo to hold 
the doctor aboard the ship for two 
days. By this time we had the 300 
men aboard, and when the ship was 
ready' to sail, the doctor was put 
ashore. The scheme worked out well 
and the men are now at work for the 
Alaska Home Railway company." 

Advices to tho effect that the Jeanie 
had taken laborers from the camp at 
Catalla were received by tho Catalla 
company last night. C. P. Converse, 
of tlie company, said: "I received a 
letter on die Saratoga slating that the 
Jeanie was at Catalla picking up men 
at the tlmo tho Saratoga sailed. The 
Jeanie cannot carry many, and (he 
men she got were those who had quit, 
Instead of corning to Seattle, they 
went to Valdez." . >- 



TO BRING NITRATE. 

British Ship Fitzclnrenoo Will Bring 
Cargo for Chemical Works. 

The British steamer Fitzclarbnce, 
Capt. Stott, 2.S32 tons, is expected to 
arrive shortly with a large consign- 
ment of nitrate from South America 
for the Victoria Chemical Works, of 
this city. The Fitzclarencc, which 
took a cargo of coal from Baltimore to 
Valpariso, proceeded from the Chilian 
port to one of the ports of the west 
coast of South America and took on 
a cargo or nitrate for San Francisco 
and Victoria. Site is not expected to 
arrive for a few weeks. 



MARINE NOTES 

Collector of Customs J. C. Xewbury 
has been advised that tho Dominion 
government is giving its attention to 
the case, of the seized sealing schooner 
Carlotta G. Cox and that money will 
bo forwarded before long to pay the 
watchman who has been .anxiously 
awaiting his remuneration. 

Tho government steamer Quadra has 
put into Vancouver and will return to 
the Sandheads today to resume the 
work of mooring tho buoy being plac- 
ed there.

Hackett and Chief Oflicer Macdonald, 
of tho Canadian government steamer 
Quadra and four gold medals for Fish- 
er, Cox, Reach and Evans, seamen, who 
were members of tho crew of the 
Quadra, when Capt. Allison and nine 
men of the United States bark Coloma 
were taken oft by a boat lowered from 
the Quadra and manned by Chief Of- 
licer Macdonald and tho four seamen, 
have been received from tho United 
States government by Capt. James 
Gaudin, agent of marine, who is in 
communication with Hon. W. Temple- 
man, acting minister of marine, who 
will present them. A modal has al; 
ready boon received by Mrs. Minnie 
Patersori, wife of tho lightkeeper at 
Capo Beale, wdioso heroism in going 
over the difficult trail to Banllcld 
Creek In a storm to despatch the 
Quadra to the. assistance of tho Coloma 
has been described. 

Tho Coloma was a lumber bark and 
was dismasted and waterlogged in a 
gale oft tho entrance to the straits of 
San Juan on December 7 of last year. 
Capt. Allison and his crew of nine 
were helpless on tho poop of tho dere 
Uct when the wreck was seen from 
Capo Beale lighthouse at. early morn- 
ing. Mrs. Patorson at once hurried 
over tho trail to Banllcld, the way be- 
ing difficult at all times, but then bog- 
ged, because of heavy rain. The gov- 
ernment steamer Quadra was lying 
at anchor in Bantield creek and Capt. 
Hackett was leaving the government 
vessel to go on a shooting expedition 
when Mrs. Paterson arrived and gave 
him the news of tho Column's plight. 
Tho Quadra went out around (Jape 
Beale and bore down on the wreck. 
Chief Oflicer Macdonald going over 
witli a boat's crew. -iVhich took off the 
shipwrecked men who wore brought to 
Esquimau.

CARDIFF'S NEW DOCK 
JS OF IMMENSE SIZE 



Dominion Government Agent at 
Bristol Describes the 
- ' Undertaking 



The Canadian commercial agent at 
Bristol writes interestingly trim Bris- 
tol regarding tho new dock at Cardiff 
antl the developments at Southampton, 
Bristol, Barry and elsewhere. lie 
says: 

"The new work, to be known as the 
Queen Alexandra dock, is described as 
tho greatest of all the works carried 
out at Cardiff by tlie Bute family, it 
has already Involved an expenditure 
of over two millions sterling. it is 
tho fifth dock constructed by tho 
second Marquis: of Bute, the "founder 
of Cardiff," and his descendants, in 
seventy years, at a total cost of about 
four millions. Each marks not only 
;i definite step in the progress of the 
"Welsh metropolis, and In the devel- 
opment of the Welsh coal field, but 
also in tho growth of the British mer- 
cantile marine, for they were required 
by tlie increasing pressure of the coal 
exports as well as by the changes in 
tho character and size of steamships 
belonging to the collier or tramp class. 

"The dock is 2„ r >ri0 feet in length, 850 
feet in width, and 50 feet from coping 
to level of dock bottom. At the 
northeast end the dock has been wid- 
ened to 1,000 foot to afford greater fa- 
cility in turning vessels of excessive 
length. The dock walls inclose an 
area of 50 1-2 acres and provide about 
0,700 feel of quay space. A communi- 
cation passage, 600 feet in length and 
90 feet Is width, between two masonry 
walls, connects the new dock witli the 
Roath dock. The sea lock has a 
length of sriO feet between the outer 
and inner gates, and is 90 feet wide. 
The sea gates at tlie entrance to the 
lock are protected by two concrete 
piers extending into the channel, and 
tho dock has a separate entrance from 
the channel. The sea lock is said to 
lie one of the largest — if not the lar- 
gest—in the world. Two large graving 
docks S00 feet in length, will ho con- 
structed at the southwest extremity of 
tho dock, either capable of accommo- 
dating tlie largest vessels afloat. 

"Tim south side will he devoted to 
the shipment of coal, with appliances 
of the most modern description, in- 
cluding tlie wi/.dd-fumed Lewis Hun- 
ter coaling crane, and movable tips of 
such a height as to meet the require- 
ments of the largest steamers enter- 
ing tho dock for bunkering purposes. 
The Lewis Hunter crane — which the 
Icing saw at work — loads coal witli 
tho greatest rapidity and witii a mini- 
mum of breakage. The cranes being 
movable and tin- railway Hues Leading 
to them so constructed as to deliver 
coal in almost any position on the 
dock side, a number of cranes can he 
worked .simultaneously into one ves- 
sel, witli the result that as much as 
4,773 tons of coal may be shipped into 
a vessel in ten hours. 

"Tho northwest side of the dock has 
been set apart for the import trade, 
and is already provided witli two 
huge warehouses, served by four elec- 
trical and four hydraulic cranes. 

"The Bute docks started their car- 
eer with a water area of 10 1-2 acres, 
but by 1859 this bad been Increased 
to 05 3-4 acres, in 1871 to 77 3-4 
acres, in 1808 to 110 3-4 acres, and 
the water space of the Queen Alexan- 
dra dock increases it to 162 acres. In 
1875, the year following the opening 
of the third dock, the exports of Car- 
diff were 3,071,303 tons, and the im- 
ports 050,213 tons; in 1 SSS they wore 
7,968,054 and 1,300,7.48 tons respective- 
ly, Since lS^S tlie export trade of the 
port of Cardiff has increased to 23,- 
000,000, but of this the Bute docks 
claim only 8,707,000 tons, the remain- 
der being distributed between Barry 
docks (0,757,000 tons), and Penarth 
docks (4,235,000 tons), both ,0? these 
places being Included in the port of 
Cardiff."

Pew price changes of Importance 
have been recorded in the local pro- 
duce market during tho past week and 
while dealers report a steady demand 
for all seasonable lines, prices havo 
held lirrn but practically stationary. 

Fruit — The demand for fruit, particu- 
larly those varieties suitable for pre- 
serving, la rapidly increasing. Pears 
are now at their best and now is the 
time to • place orders for preserving. 
The quality is stated by dealers to be 
excellent and while prices are a little 
(inner than at this time last year the 
increase In cost is more than made up 
by the Improved quality. Plums aro 
also coming in in ..liberal quantities 
and of good quality, and green gages, 
egg and Damson's peach plum are 
now al their best at comparatively 
moderate prices. Prunes are just be- 
ginning to arrive. For all these fruits 
thero Is a good demand for shipment 
to the northwest prairies. Arrivals 
of Bartlett pears are liberal. They are 
a little green but just about right for 
preserving. Prices arc a little unset- 
tled as yet, but wlll'be adjusted about 
the end of the .week, ' 

The approachiof the preserving sea- 
son finds the supply of fruit jars prac- 
tically cleaned up and dealers lind it 
hard to obtain anything like an ade- 
quate supply to meet the great demand. 
All dealers' stocked up liberally last 
year which proved to be a poor sea- 
son for fruit and neglected to stock 
up this year thinking that what they 
had 'in hand would be surticierit to 
meet this season's demand. 

Dairy Products— Supplies of butter, 
particularly local creamery, arc small, 
in fact, what butter Is coming upon 
the market wdl! little more than fill 
half the demand. The quality is fair- 
ly good. Local ranch eggs are plen- 
tiful but prices still hold firm. Up to 
a week ago, supplies were Inadequate 
to meet the demand but arrivals are 
now more plentiful. 

Vegetables — As usual, there is a de- 
cided scarcity of vegetables but in 
some lines there is a growing move- 
ment to market. Cauliflower of bet- 
ter quality than heretofore and car- 
rots, turnips and squash are com- 
mencing to arrive In fairly liberal 
quantities. Green peas and beans of 
the local variety arc about over. Po- 
tatoes are more plentiful and prices 
have worked off to $2 a sack, a drop 
of from twenty-fivo to fifty cents un- 
der a week ago. 

Canned vegetables will be higher In 
price, local dealers assert, on account 
of the shortage. The Ca'nners' associ- 
ation Is only supplying some lines to 
the extent of but forty to fifty pol- 
ecat, of orders. The association has 
not yet sent out prices on>4he toinatc 
output which this year is very short 
Strawberries and raspberries will also 
be short but the output of canned 
pears and apples will be amnl 

Pish — On account of the shortage of 
salmon it is expected that prices will 
soon sharply advance. The pack this 
season shows remarkable falling off, 
a truly third year shrinkage. The sup- 
ply of fresh salmon on Hie local mar- 
ket is good at steady prices but it is 
expected that values will he higher 
next month. Mumped back salmon Is 
now on the market at prices which 
are about on a par with those of this 
time a year ago. Salted oolnchans arc 
practically off the market, wdiat there 
is being quoted at $3.60 per kit. Oys- 
ter will be in next month and dealers 
slate the supply will be liberal, while 
no advance in prices Is looked for. 

Poultry — There Is a good supply hut 
prices hold linn. Little change in 
prices is looked for. 

Mlllstuffs— Good demand for all lines 
at firm prices which are not expected 
to show any change until the outcome 
of tiie western, harvest Is known. The 
export demand for Interior mill pro- 
ducts Is extremely dull.

When we have sot out on a piece of 
muscular work or head work we might 
expect to find a steady, regular in- 
crease in tho fatlguo that resulted 
from it — so much work, so much fa- 
tigue. But that Is not the case. The 
'fatigue curve' Is not a straight lino 
sloping up from one corner of tho 
chart diagonally to the other. Instead, 
It goes sharply upward at tho start; 
then for a long distance it runs along 
on an approximate love], and thou it 
takes a sharp upward turn again. 

Tho level stage— the plateau of hard, 
normal working power, where tho cost 
in energy does "not vary perceptibly— 
Is tho "second wind." 

You know how It is In long-distance 
running. At first the fatigue increases 
very rapidly; a man has to push him- 
self with all tho will power he can 
muster. Then, all of a sudden, It gets 
easier. It seems as if ho had tapped 
a big, now supply of cnorgy, and he 
can keep running for a long lime with- 
out great Increase In his feeling of fa- 
tigue. At last lie reaches a point 
where the exertion tells hard again; 
fatlguo piles up terribly fast now 
— so fast that unless tho runner knows 
just how much he is good for and lias 
made careful calculations he is likely 
to bo all in before ho gets to tho end. 
Every stop makes .111 inroad on his re- 
serve energy. The last spurt costs 
more than all tlie rest together. 

If a man lias covered his distance 
without touching this final turn of the 
fatlguo curve, ho will get rested In a 
reasonably short time, and he able to 
go over tho course again. But if in- 
stead ho has to keep on, teeth sot, 
eyes bulging, hugging his corn cobs, 
until ho rolls over on 'the ground, it 
may taku weeks for him, to get into 
good form again. in a big race, na- 
turally, he's got to be ready to do 
that. 

There are emergencies in every- 
body's life when the . merely prudent 
tiling isn't the right tiling. If a house 
is on fire and a family on the top floor 
is in danger, and you're the only per- 
son on the promises, you can't stand 
calmly aside and calculate your fatigue 
curve. There's a necessity for action 
— at any cost whatever, even life. 

A man may have a big proposition 
(o put through, some Important, com- 
bination to effect, a now movement to 
get under way. Perhaps he is tho 
only person who knows the whole sit- 
uation; success may depend upon him. 
In such a case he must let mere pru- 
depce go by the board — and he must 
stand ready to pay the price, too, when 
that's called for. 

But such emergencies arc not every- 
day matters. Tdmorrow wo are going 
to have another day's business to at- 
tend to, and tlie probability is that it 
will bo just as important as today's. 
Consequently, wo have no right to 
overdrive ourselves today; for the 
price of It will be taken out of the 
quality of tomorrow's work. Wo have 
done enough when wo have come in 
sight of that last costly lap, It's the 
time to quit. 

A great deal of interesting informa- 
tion about the nature of fatigue has 
been made available, through the cro- 
graph, an ingenious recording apparatus' 
devised by Professor Angelo Mosso, 
a great Italian scientist. It works 
something after this fashion: You 
lay your hand, hack down, on a little 
table, and to ■ the end of one' finger 
Is attached a cord which connects 
horizontally over a pulley with a small 
hanging weight. The. motion of clos- 
ing tlie finger lifts the weight, and 
as the effort is repeated over and over 
again tlie fatigue symptoms can be ob- 
served and recorded in detail. 

Now, one of the important discover- 
ies that Professor Moso has made is 
that if you keep raising tho weight 
until your finger is exhausted it will 
take just about, two hours to rest it; 
that Is, In two hours yon can do the 
lame amount of finger work over 
again — and the least bit more. 

You would imagine from this that' 
if tho experiment wcro repeated at the 
end of one hour Instead of two .you 
could do just half the amount of work. 
But it's only one-quarter as much! 

That's the price of work on top of 
fatigue. One unfatiguod man is to his 
work as four semi-fatigued men to tho 
same work. I.'slng all the strength you 
Have, you can't begin to get normal 
results; and the strain on will and 
nervous energy is terrific. Carrying 
a thing through 011 nerve Is the cost- 
liest business a man can Indulge in. 

Some people, especially those of ner- 
vous makeup, find it hard to tell when 
tho stopping point has boon reached — 
that Is. just where the dividing lino 
comes between energy funds available 
for Investment and . a capital which 
cannot legitimately '. i tampered ivitlh 
If they got interested In thyir vvr •': 
they lose sight of everything else a.u

are goilig on sheer nerve before they 
realize it. 

Though fatigue symptoms vary 
greatly' in different people, it may bo 
worth while to mention a few of them 
hero. Sometimes there is a flushing 
at tho temples. That is the case with 
myself when I have been reading hard 
for two or three hours; unci then I 
know that I ought to call a halt. I 
could keep on reading witli undimin- 
ished interest for' a good deal longer; 
but it would be at tho price of a sleep- 
less night. 

With soma people a sure sign is the 
increased circulation of bipod in tho 
ears or cheeks. Some people have queer 
feelings in the pit of tlie stomach — 
no nausea, but something suggestive 
of It. 

One of the most reliable tests Is the 
control test — holding the arm out hori- 
zontally at the sides and noticing 
whether or not the fingers tremble. 
The fatigue condition raise.-! the nerve 
pressure gate and allows flow-overs 
from one nerve into another. Normally 
a nervous impulse gits along its nerve 
directly to the point of strain; hut 
when you are fatigued the stimulus 
spreads into other nerves as well, and 
is not distinctly transmitted. 

Sir Francis Galton, the great statis- 
tician, says that tho best test lie 
knows Is that of restlessness, shown 
in muscular movements. Many times, 
he says, he lias sat in a position where 
he could watch an audience as it lis- 
tened to some long scientific memoir, 
lie took notes of bow people acted un- 
der the strain of protracted attention 
— how often they moved. At the be- 
ginning at tlie hour they would sit 
quietly; then they would begin to 
move on the average of once every 
four seconds, and lie says that it Is 
possible to trace right through any 
audience every degree of fatigue by 
the number of muscular movements 
made. 

He has simply put together mathe- 
matically some data that arc familiar 
to all of us. We have all seen — and, 
alas, been a part of — an audience that 
was trying to endure the last half hour 
of an unendurable speech. Everybody 
was shifting his position, crossing one 
leg over the other or back again, mov- 
ing the fingers, playing with watch 
charm of chain, yawning, twitching, 
folding programme, wiping eyeglasses, 
adjusting back hair, twisting mus- 
tache. Those were all fatigue signs. 

A loss, of self-control in small things 
that's the symptom in different terms; 
and another name for Its irritability. 

At first it seems strange that this 
undue sensitiveness to slight -stimuli 
should be so sure an effect of fatigue; 
but it means that the resistance gates 
are down ami we become aware of sen- 
sations pouring in from all sides, slight 
sensations that ordinarily wo take no 
notice of because — by tho laws of at- 
ention — -1 hoy are quietly shut out from 
oi r consciousness, Hut when our at- 
tention Is tired — no longer focuised, 
but scattering — all these slight nerve 
pricks attack us insistently and wo 
cannot neglect them. 

A noise that you w.ill not hear when 
you are rested will be perfectly dis- 
tracting when you are tired. You will 
go over and shut a window; you will 
walk around aimlessly; you will swear 
at the faint cackle of a distant graph- 
ophone. If there Is a light above you 
at an evening lecture it will hurl your 
eyes almost beyond endurance. Instead 
of making the nervous •system a less 
responsive instrument, fatigue makes 
It more responsible. More responsive, 
but less serviceable. 

Every man who is anxious to lilt ills 
job between the eyes should make a 
study of ills own fatlguo curve, and he 
should put the moral of it to heart. To 
know when it's time to quit — and to 
quit when it's time— is one of the first 
lessons in the primer of efficiency, — 
Dr. Luther H. Gulllck in tlie World's 
Work.

Some Havo Done Groat Things 
Agriculture in America 

It seems strange 1 , says Etho author of 
a .startling article In Appleton's Maga- 
zine for August, to look back on the 
days wlhen we Imported fruit and 
vegetables, wltii tlie whole plant king- 
dom ready to be. conquered for our 
farmers. We smile when we recall tho 
day.-, "before the war," when the 'to- 
mato was a curio from Peru — a "poi- 
son apple" used to frighten the slaves 
into obedience. Yet last year wo grew 
it on 600,000 acres of land! 

Tho Franciscan fathers were early 
workers in this respect. Tho alfalfa 
they introduced In tho fifties— whicKi 
found its way hero from Asia Minor, 
by way of Chili— has turned ^,000,000 , 
acres in-to an Immensely profitable) 
farm area. Their sprigs of olive," too, 
now cover 1,000 orchards. And a few 
orange cuttings from tho Brazilian 
Fast Coast, due to tlie foresight of an 
American woman, today represent $8,- 
000,000 a year for the California crop 
alone. 

These things go on in silence. No 
historian chronicled the arrival among 
us in 1820 of the Lima bean, which to- 
day is sUcll it plentiful and Important 
crop that special freight rates are 
quoted for it between Southern (Will* 
forhla and the Atlantic coast. We 
sayo some of the names, oven while wo 
forget, their source. Few are apt to 
recall that the explorers brought from 
Russia the stout-hearted Vladimir 
cherry and the Siberian crab apple, 
to provide hardy fruits, for our own 
nortlliern regions. 

As one of the smaller things, take 
the horseradish of Milan, a little vil- 
lage near Vienna — the best of its kind 
in the world. Then behold the roots 
secured on the spot, and in due time 
banded over to New Jersey growers. 
The result was surprising. Not only 
did It yield a. ton more per acre, but 
tho rash result was $100 an acre over 
and above the ordinary yield. And In 
dnglo county of that small s!tate tlho 
production of horseradish grew from 
a few hundred pounds a year to more 
than 1,000,000 pounds. It has been the 
same with tlie potato from the High- 
lands of Colombia and Peru; the rhu- 
barb from Central Asia; the asparagus 
from England; the celery of South Eu- 
rope; the Be.ldl and Telll barleys from 
Algeria, which have given such won- 
derful resul.'ts In our Southwest; like- 
wise the Ivanov rye from Russia, now 
grown in Maryland and Kansas; and 
tho Abruzzes rvc from the Italian 
Highlands. 

Send out and get the best in tho 
world; then educate the farmer in its 
culture and the public in Its use; and 
after that grow i't hero at homo with 
scientific zeal. Such was the theory 
wlhich created tho Bureau of Seed and 
Plant Introduction at Washington, now 
recording a dozen now arrivals a day 
from every part of earth. And remem- 
ber that in any one of these (tiny seeds 
or apparently wilted cuttings may lie 
possible millions of money and the 
Changing of desert into farm. 

We are all familiar with polar ex- 
ploration — its thrills, its terrors; tho 
heroism with which ils devotees faco 
a dreadful death; and with pioneer 
work In equatorial Africa. But what 
is Hie practical value to mankind of 
such tasks, compared witli those of tho 
men whose work is hero described? 
They, too, risk life and limb and 
health; suffer many hardships, great 
boat and cold, fever and thirst — all 
the- discomforts of a Peary or a Stan- 
ley. But what did Sven llcdin bring 
back from Central Asian wilds one half 
so valuable as Prof. N. F. Hansen's 
new alfalfa? 

And wlille wo fhavc rich men In 
plenty, how few tliero are who have 
served their country as Barbour La- 
throp, of Chicago, has served It. Ho 
loves world-travel this man, and so 
ho \vi*;ks hard for us In Asia, Africa, 
the South Seas — wherever he may be; 
an "Honorary Explorer" these seven 
years, taking wit''h him David Fair- 
child as plant expert and going round 
tho world Ftwice, visiting every con- 
tinent and every important archipela- 
go, sending homo thousands of speci- 
mens, from a single cutting in a tin 
tube to a ton of some Arabian as 
African grain.

FRUIT MO PRODUCE 



Victoria rruit Growers Declare 
for Formation of Co-opera- 
tive Association 



■ 



The Victoria Fruit Growers' Associa- 
tion may ultimately resolve Itself in a 
co-operative society, to handle at 
wholesale the fruit and farm produce 
t>f the various members of the society. 
'A resolution favoring such a course of 
action was adopted at a special meet- 
ing of the association held at the legis- 
lative buildings yesterday. 

The proposal was introduced by 
Spencer Perclval of Pender island and 
found favor with the majority of those 
present. A section of the members 
present, headed by ex-President Pry- 
don, thought that two co-operative BOi 
cieties should be formed, one of these 
to deal with general farm produce and 
the other to deal with fruit alone. 

The meeting was well attended. In 
addition to the members from the dis- 
trict immediately surrounding the city, 
a number were present from tho isl- 
'ands. President Gale presided and in 
addition to the special business trans- 
acted, a number of matters of routine 
■business were dealt With. 

Owing to the Increase in business It 
iw.is decided that when necessary an 
assistant secretary should be engaged 
to help the secretary. In future all 
members of tho society will be share- 
holders In practice as well as In. theory 
and a further call will' be made to pay 
off tho balance owing upon the jam 
plant belonging to the society which Is 
Installed at F. R. Stewart's In this city. 
,Tho balance amounts to about $120, the 
remainder of the $700 which the plant 
Cost having been formerly raised. 

A collection was taken up, amount- 
ing to over $30 for the purpose of as- 
sisting the Northyest Fruit .Growers' 
convention, which will be held in Van- 
couver early in December. The com- 
petitions for exhibits of fruit for which 
jgold medals are awarded, are open to 
the members of tho local society. 



The main subject, that of the forma- 
tion of a co-operative society was then 
introduced. Mr. Perclval strongly ad- 
vocated the formation of such a union 
to handle all kinds of farm produce 
wholesale. He pointed out that there 
were many farmers producing excel- 
lent fruit In addition to other farm 
produce and that this was thrown on 
the market for what it would fetch 
thus defeating the ends of the Fruit 
Growers' Association. He claimed that 
this reckless competition should be 
stopped and that the Fruit Growers' 
Association could with advantage 
merge Into a general farmers' co-oper- 
ative union. The latter would not bi 
Instituted with the idea of starting re 
tail stores but to sell strictly whole 
sale to the trade. Mr. Baylis supported 
Mr. Perclval very ably as did others 
of those present. 

Mr, Erydon, however, took a differ 
ent view. He held that it was desirable 
to have two co-operative associations, 
one to handle general farm produce and 
the other to handle fruit alone. 

Mr, Strachan supported the first 
speakers and a resolution was carried 
to the fleet that the association was 
strongly in favor of considering this 
departure with a view to ultimately 
carrying out the ideas sot forth. 

The question of the size of straw- 
berry packages was then considered. 
The general sentiment was that the 
one pound basket should be constitut- 
ed the legal standard of size. 

The hope was expressed that as many 
of the members of the association as 
was possible would exhibit at the con- 
vention In Vancouver in December, it 
Is expected that tho C. P. R. will offer 
a special rate.
